RY.ENGLAND AND RUSSIA IN 1776, 
. 


(A. Germain Lefevre-Pontalis in the Jomrnal 
des Debats of April 8th.) 


(Translated for the “Singapore Free Press.”) 


England and Russia amicably sharing be- 
tween them the Empire of the Rising Sun, 
Catherine {1 and George III establishing a 
Japanese condominiur, and jointly supplant- 
ing Shogun and Mikado, can we believe that 
the end of the eighteenth century narrowly 
missed witnessing such an unsuspected cast of 
fortune? Fact or dream, a fantastic outgrowth 
of a diplomatist's brain, or a plan. roughly 
sketched-nut, concern about an intention of 
the kind did actually, for atime, set chancel- 
leries and cabinets on the alert, spies to work, 


and. adventurers ascouting. The present 


moment gives the recollection of this shadow- 
hunt a enrious retraspective interest. 

_ In the summer of 177, the second year af 
American indenendence, third vear of the 
reian of Louie XVI, there arase an inquiry of 
a most exciting kind. An entewle cordiale 
hetween England and Russia, already known 
and settled, in the watching of which French 
dinlomacy waa exhausting itself at the time, 
concealed, it would seem, a most sensational 
project. This combination, actually concocted 
by Pitt and Potemkin, which - had narrowly 
missed securing the co-ap-ration ofa Muscovite 
army in the colonial war in the new world, 
and setting Washington to fight with Souvaroff 
or ather, ended in an enterprise of” quite 
another character. intended to astonish the 
world,—the conquest of the Japanese Empire 
and its storied islands, closely shut up, with 
whose products and resources Holland, ever 
since the famous expulsion of foreigners in 
1641, was left the snle and exclusive trafficker. 

It was the perind of gentle torpor and gener- 
al sleepiness when the distant power of the Far 
Bast, relieved from the intestinal struggles 
which had agnin so severely shaken it about the 
time ofthe Reformation in Furope, bad become 
languid amid a material prosperity, continually 
incrensed'by the Shaguns of the dynasty of the 
preat lye-Yasu, These men were carried into 
power, at the end of feudal upheavals, both 
hernic and sanquinary, which would have de- 
lighted the heart of Froissart to relate. By the 
end of the sixteenth century, the famous en- 
counter at Sekirhara® rendered them practical- 
ly masters of the land af Nippon, as against 
their other rivals, in the decisive eclipse of the 
Mikados, the hieratic descendants of Amaterasu 
gnddece ofthe sin, and nrogenetrix of the im.) 
perial family, The national riches, promoted 
by them, and teaching their height under the 
peaceful and benefcent rule of Yoshe- Mune, 
the popular monarch, wha was called “the 
Rice-Shogun," much tike the Béarnais, attained 
stability under the rule of lye-Tara, who reign: 
ed at Yedo (1742-1786), These envinble richee 
were without defence, were no protective curi- 
ags, save the systematic isolation of the foreigner 
and the holding of him at arm's length, since 
the close shutting up of the islands by the law 
of exclusion, the most noteworthy law of the 
Shogun lye-Mitsu. who had confined Japan, 
since the middle of the seventeenth century, in 
an artificial prison, whose walls did not fall till 
our own day. 

“ And I say that they have boundless stores 
of gold," was the prophecy of Marco Polo, the 
first revealer of those islanders, scarce dreamed 
of till ‘then, At the word of that Venetian 
Herodotus, the carvets of Columbus and of the 
conguistadorer were at once put in commission 
‘to seek Japan by one of the gradients of the 
globe. Inthe time of Catherine the Great, and 
of the Third George, the greed of ages revived. 
Japan, by the now classic route towards the 
sunrise, lay open for sudden bold adventurous 
attacks, as formerly did Mexico, with an abdi- 
cating sovereign, a people without arms, with ts 
idols dumb, and with the secrets of its temples, 
and the treasures of its enchanted metal, to 
Ferdinand Cortez. 

The secret of this scheme, a risky one to say 
the least, was let out by the secretary to the 
Russian ambassador in England, Count 
Mussin-Pushkin, during his stay in France, in 
the course of an interview, for the purpose of 
getting out of him something as to the existing 
relations between his Government and the 
*) Court of London. 

The clever man who got hold of this {nform- 
ation was Jean Benoit Scherer, a native of 
Strasburg, an orientalist, a scholar, and an 
occasional employee of the’ Russian Governe, 
ment, who had recently returned to Paris. 
| Pensioned by Vergennes, author of: several 
treatises on Russian advances in Asis, ha was 
one whose solidity of character and technical 
knowledge put him ina better position than any 
one else, to understand and make uso of what 
this indiscretion bad put within bis reach. He 
atonce reduced to writing the maln points of 
this conversation, with some personal expla: 
nations, and put the whole at the disposal of 
the Foroign Office. The document sleeps on 
there, its repose rarely disturbed, preserving 
evidence of the scheme, and giving it at least 
the right to. be inscribed on the margia of the 
historic page. ° ; 

According to information he had just col- 
lected, Russia, for some years, had been pre- 
paring ‘herself, for the conquest of Japan, 
taking as her base ber possessions in Eastern 
Siberia, even then ready to extend themselves 
from the other side of the sea christened by 
Bebring as far as.an (increasing) part of the 
American continent. :

Now, from one point of his course, this time 
directed towards the discovery of the North- 
West passage, Cook in making towards the 
morthern lands of Asia, had received instruc- 
tions, it was alleged, to touch at the Siberian 
establishments, there to advise the completion 
of the preparations in progress, and finally to 
take in hand the maritime operations in the 
difficult parts of the Tartar Channel and the 
Korean Sea. Elsewhere, a “blind” was en- 
gineered for the continent. As for the pro- 
testations of Europe, the diplomat in question 
stated, not without a touch of the picturesque in 
his diction that "England undertakes to clear 
away the obstacles that might turn Russia 
away fromthis scheme, and to amuse Germany, 
if that were necessary, by raising a war 
through her allies.” To a joint aggression s0 
unforeseen, what obstacles could be offered in 
a hurry, at such distances, at the very Back of 
Beyond, with Cook already on his way to the 
“Cape, under the Trade winds, taking his secret 
with him? 

A curious coincidence put into the power of 
the French Government an ‘irregular force of 
the right kind to a face up to this conjuncture 
and defeat the project. Chance had even al- 
ready placed the person involved half way to 
the place of the possible meeting. A wild, 
improbable, prodigal career was that of 
Maurice, Count Beniowski! Known to history 
through his attempts on Madagascnr. 9 Jand 
watered by his blood, a Manfred in other 
aspects of his lot, he is the embodiment of a 
bold and adventurous tyre of man, seemingly 
born for the fate of a Drake or a Mazeppa. 

A Stovague of Hungary, an officer of the 
Empire, a privateer at Dantzig, a Colonel in 
Poland—captured by the Russians, he found 
himself relegated tn 1769 to the uttermost 
part of Siberia, to the. Kamskatkan port of 
Bolsheretsk. Having escaped from his place 
of captivity by means of acorvette, carried off 
with the Governor's dinghter, he came in 1772, 
via Macao, India, and Madagascar, to France, 
where his romantic experiences placed him at 
once amongst the most conspicuous heroes in 
public notoriety. 

. Having first-hand knowledge of the Russian 
establishments in Asia, and -being the un- 
doubted and, so to speak, only explorer—15 
years before the appearance of La Perouse in 
those latitudes—of the maritime route con-
